EDITORIAL NOTE}. 


The Chinese Six Companies bave 
caused to be printed and circulated 
among the wealthy Chinese a transla- 
tion i@to their own language of Presi-— 
dent Arthur’s vete message. -The 
message occupies seven columns, each 
containing five column's of Chinese 
characters, which are lithograph fac 
similes of the message as it. appeared 
in thé Chinese newspaper about two 
weeks after it was sent to Congress. 
The sheet is adorned with a portrait of 
the friend of the Chinese, Chester A. 
Arthur, under which is his name in 
English and Chinese. This paper af- 
fords a good illustration of the cum— 
brous nature of the Chinese language, 
as the translation occupies just ten 
times as much space as tbe original 
printed ia English. 

The San Jose Times has this plat- 
form standing as a permanent thing at 
the head of its principal column: “A 
strict enforcement of all police and 
sanitary laws. Chinatown no longer 
to be a sanctuary for filth end lawless- 
ness. Non-intercourse with Chinese. 
No trading with Chinese peddlers or 
merchants. No employment of Chi- 
nese directly or indirectly. No deal- 
ing with white men who employ Chi- 
nese as servants, cooks, farm hands, 
laundrymen, or in manufactories. En- 
couragement of Chinese emigration to 
the States east of the Rocky moun- 
tains and the immigration of white 
men and their families te California. 
The formation of open, public associ- 
ations for the purpose of carrying out 
these principles, upon which the pres- 
ent prosperity and destiny of Califor- 
nia depends.” 


After having been clothed and fed 
all Winter at Government ex- 
pense, a large band of Indians have 
left the San Carlos reservation 1n Ari- 
zones and gone upon the war-path, and 
have already begun to murder and 
plunder in isolated places. The

THE COLFAX MURDER: 
Three Innocent Tramps Barely Escape 
Lynching, 

The murder of James Spencer, near 
Colfax, repmted in the Gazerrx’s dis- 
patches last Thursday, has caused 
much indignation among the people 
of that section, and but for the per- 
i influerce and intercession of 
cool-heaced- citizens three suspected 
tramps would have been lynched. The 
men atrested were of unsavory rept- 
tation, and under the belief that they 
were pone. tov goed to commit an act 
of the kind, there was a strong disp: - 
sition to hang them, although there 
was no proof against them further 
than the tact that they were pointed 
out by a squaw, who said they had in- 
tended to rob the deceased. One of 
them, Arthur O’Hearn, had just served 
out a senteuce for petty larceny com- 
mitted at Truckee. Many are of 
the opinion that the foul deed was 
done by Indians. The murder was an 


Latrecious one, and not consummated 


without a severe struggle, as the blood 
of the victim covered the ground 
where he was found, and on the sides 
and up to the roof of a shed that was 
connected with the entrance of the 
cabin. It is thought from this that 
the mtirderer himself must have been 
bespattered with blood, and his bloody 
clothing may yet lead to the detection 
of the real criminal. Spencer waa 
about 60 years of age, a native of Con- 
necticut, and a quiet inoffensive man. 
He was one of the early settlers, hav- 
ing come to the coast in 1852. He 
had been employed by the Bear River 
Ditch Company for a number of years, 
but his health being poor, he has been 
idlé for some time past. He was 
knOwn to have some money. 
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Found Dead. 

The Elko Independent of the 20th 
says: Brad. Winslow, an old Com- 
stock miner, who for several years has 
been following his calling at Tuscaro- 
ra, had recently showed evidences of 
abberation of mind, and on the 12th in- 


stant left that camp,coming toward this 
place of foot, Betweet the above date 
and the 15th he was s¢en several tithes 
on the toad between Tuscarora and 
what is known as Eagle Rock, seven- 
teen miles out on the Elko stage road.

Deceased was a native of 
Massachusetts, 46 years of age, and 
has been a resident of the Pacific Coast 
since his youth.
